Bill No. 98 of 1969 

A BUI further to amend the Constitution of India. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: — 

1 . (a) This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 1969. 

(b) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
^ may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In article 83 of the Constitution, after Clause (1), the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

(lA) In order that, as nearly as may be, one-third of the members of 
the Council of States may retire on the expiration of every second year, 
as envisaged in clause (I), the President shall, after consultation with the 
Election Commission, make by order such provisions as he thinks fit in re¬ 
gard to the terms of office of the members elected and such modificatiojis 
as he thinks fit in the terms of office of any of the sitting members.
